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NIDOT RESEARCH LIBRARY 


TRAINING 


Eight of the eleven original applicants engaged for training 
on May 25, 1964 in our Highway Youth Training Program were 
graduated from a 12-week course on August 28, and all were 
appointed to fill permanently budgeted laboring vacancies 
throughout the North Jersey area. This was a pilot course, 
in an attempt to determine whether or not such a training 
program could fit the needs of the Department in maintenance 
Geeretions and has now proved so successful that plans have 
been made to increase the next training program by 10 
additional positions, for a total of 18 newly engaged 

youths to commence training during the week of September 7, 


graduating on or about December 8, 1964. 


On the basis of successful completion of the pilot program, the 
Department has applied to the U. S. Department of Labor for 
funds under the Manpower Development Training Act to carry 

this program on for an indefinite period in the future. 

The initial application is for $5200 and at the moment the 


Department anticipates a favorable response. 


The 12-week course consists of training in guard rail work, 

equipment maintenance, sign maintenance, landscape maintenance, 
general clean-up yard area, road patching operations, sweeping 
operations, maintenance of unimproved roadway shoulders, main- 


tenance of drainage systems, phases of construction of curbing 
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TRAINING, cont'd. 


and drains, etc. The trainees have been under the super- 
vision of two highly skilled young Foremen in the Department, 
both veterans, with experience in training Army personnel. 

The trainees, for the most part, were high school dropouts, 

who indicated definite interest in the semi-skilled occupations 
of positions in the Highway Department. They have all received 
excellent performance ratings during the training period and 


were found to be acceptable for permanent employment. 


It is anticipated that upon graduation in December, the 
newly recruited 18 high school dropouts, all recruited through 
the offices of the New Jersey State Department of Labor, will 
be assigned to the various crews operating in the North Jersey 


area where laboring vacancies presently exist. 


The Training Section completed Management Training I this 
month for some 18 top-level supervisors in the Division of 
Right of Way Acquisitions and Titles. The second group 
comprised of some 25 supervisors will undergo 30 hours of 
intensive Management Training next month. At the completion, 
test results and management improvement recommendations will 


be forwarded to the Division. 


The Training Section is also giving a Stenographic Refresher 
Course for Senior Clerk Stenographers. The schedule provides 
for two 30-minute periods per week, with the provision that 
"sessions will be completed when the group feels that sufficient 


progress has been made." 
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TRAINING, cont'd. 


The purpose of the program is, specifically, to increase 

the participants' speed and accuracy in taking dictation and 
transcribing dictation notes. To this end the program emphasizes 
study of the basic mechanics of good business English and 
practice in taking dictation and transcribing notes. Participants 


are also provided with punctuation and grammar handouts. 


Fifty-one employees completed the 12-hour Civil Defense Adult 
Education Course during the month of August. This brings the 


Department total up to 812 employees who have completed the course. 


Thirteen employees attended the Orientation Training Program 
for new employees in the Trenton area, giving us a Department 


total of 109 employees attending during the year 1964. 


LEGAL 


At the end of August, 424 highway condemnation cases were awaiting 
hearing. This was exclusive of appeals, actions involving 


injunctions and other legal matters. 


Because of the heavy load of work involving injunction suits, the 
Department's Chief Deputy Attorney has not been able to work on 
new condemnation matters for two months. A number of cases, in 


which he normally would be very substantially involved, are on 


the calendar. 
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LEGAL, cont'd. 


The General Accounting Office of Congress is going to make 

a study of the State's legal activities beginning September 21. 
This will further require the time of a few Deputy Attorneys 
General. In the light of these circumstances it is felt the 
Department still needs two more experienced trial attorneys 


and, in addition, a good law clerk. 


SAFETY ANALYSIS 


The new team created to analyze traffic accidents on the State 
Highway System enlarged its work this month. Reports of 126 
accidents were investigated, of which 94 involved locations 


where fatalities had occurred since January l. 


A number of recommendations for erection or changes in 
signs, reduction or elimination of foliage which limits 
Sight distance, and the erection of pavement edge delineators 


have been made to improve safety where possible. 
INTERSTATE ROUTE 280 


An investigation was made in the Drainage Tunnel on Route 
280. Complaints from men working in the tunnel were made 


concerning "hot" water dropping on them. 


A Soils Bureau man together with a tunnel Consultant, a 
representative of the Bridge Division and the contractor's 


safety man comprised the investigation group. 
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INTERSTATE ROUTE 280, cont'd. 


In shaft #1 the horizontal blasting had progressed 130 feet. 
Here a strong odor of hydrocarbon was noted. A fluid was 
dripping from the blasted rock. This the workmen called 
"hot" water because it had some caustic characteristics 

and felt hot to the touch. When the fans were shut down 


the gas accumulation reached explosive range. 


The liquid had a greasy feel and smelled somewhat like fuel 


oil or gasoline. 


Both air and liquid samples were taken and sent to the 
Federal Bureau of Mines in Pittsburg for analysis. Samples 


were also taken by the New Jersey State Mine Inspector. 


After a very thorough study, both inside the tunnel and out; 
it was decided that the source of the hydrocarbon was a fuel 
oil distributor located probably 150 feet ahead of the tunnel. 


The distributor admits to excess spillage and possible leakage. 


The gasoline and/or oil could be entrapped in the porous 
pocket lying on top of the rock. When blasting has taken 
place the shattered rock releases the fluid. This flow will 


eventually stop when all the oil has trickled away. 
ACCOUNTING 


The Bureau of Data Processing is presently developing a 
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ACCOUNTING, cont'd. 


standard time reporting system for all salaried personnel 
within the Highway Department, to cover not only what time 
was worked, but also on what project. It is proposed that 
this system will be permanently implemented as of July l, 
1965, it being felt that putting this new system into effect 
in the middle of a fiscal year would create a great many 


unnecessary problems. 


this new system will eliminate some duplication of record 
keeping which presently exists, provide the Personnel 
Division with uniform statistics on workload data, personnel 
evaluation, vacant positions, etc., useful in the development 


of budget material. 


At the same time, it will help to insure that the Highway 
Department is fully reimbursed by the U. S. Bureau of Public 
Roads for all time spent by our personnel on Federal Aid 


highway projects. 
STATE AID 


A marked increase in activity during this period has been 
noted in the construction and maintenance operation. This 
increase in activity was influenced by exceptionally good 


weather.

The transportation exhibit for the New Jersey Pavilion at the 
World's Fair mentioned in last month's report, was completed 
on schedule and reviewed by officials of the Tercentenary 


Commission and of the City of Newark on September 1. 


The response was entirely favorable and the only remaining 
problem was the actual installation of the exhibit at the 


World's Fair. 


Due to the extremely high labor costs involved in meeting 

the special union rates established for work at the World's 
Fair, it was felt desirable to arrange with the unions involved 
for permission to install the exhibit with state forces. 
Efforts to open negotiations along this line were commenced 


immediately. 
CONSTRUCTION 


As of September 1, there were 65 construction projects 
under way with an original value of approximately $133.5 


million.

After returning from a series of trips and finding I could join you here 


today, I wired Tom Taber? 


"On return from vacation had two extended business absences which 


accounts for my personal contact with you ret Thursday evening. 


"J will be present as a spectator, hoping that all of you experts 
will have a sqlution towards transportation problems rather than 
the 'get-together’ being just a rehash of problems that all of us 


are conecious of." 


Now in the limited period I am before you, I would like to spell out for 
you my conception of what responsibility each level of government ee in 


coping with the railroad passenger .problem. 


At the municipal level the municipality BOS accept the responsibility 

to see that. rail patrons both by foot ok auto have suitable access to 

the rail station. The community should provide adequate parking areas 

and the determination should be made locally whether the parking is to 

‘be free, At locations where non-residents use the facilities satisfactory — 
solutions have been found in issuing annual windshield stickers for 
residents and designating a section of the area for non-residents collecting 
fees for use by parking meters. The municipality should take on the 
responsibility of maintaining the public sections of ‘the station including 


the flood lighting, snow removal and policing. The latter item, policing,

is, of course, particularly important during hours of darkness and should 
be adequate so that patrons arriving or departing during hours of minimum 
station use can move about the station premises in safety, Other 
responsibilities of the community would be to make known to the proper 
County and State agencies deficiencies or excesses in the train schedules 


and to participate in County studies and projects involving rail facilities, 


The County. Counties having considerable dependence on rail travel such as 
Morris - and there are several others ~ should be responsible for developing 
county-wide programs for station facility improvements and to coordinate the 
train schedules when the interests of several communities are involved. The 
County should initiate and promote municipal participation in improvement 


programs and: in carrying out the outlined municipal responsibilities. 


The responsibility of the State - particularly the Division of Railroad 
Transportation - has been spelled out quite eee in the statutes now in 
effect. In general, our rail responsibility in the Highway Department is to 
develop overall programs for the preservation and improvement of rail passenger 
service throughout the State. No other Highway Department has been given 
responsibility for both highways and railroads, that is the movement of people 
and goods. This situation has resulted in your Highway Commis sioner oreo 
bicea with no available rail Garde being able to transfer certain highway 


funds into the rail program. This has been done on several occasions. 


Responsibility at the Federal level is less easy to define. It has been the 


subject of endless debate and study over the past five years and the recent 
passage of the Urban Transportation Act, more familiarly known as the 


Williams' Bill, has opened the door for continued Federal participation 
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in revitalizing mass transportation systems in Grban areas, thet teehe ie: 
gree: however, it should be recognized that under the terms of the recent 
Act Federal funds cannot be used to cover any operating costs, or to defray 
deficits or subsidize service in any manner. Federal funds can only be 
used for capital improvements - both fixed and rolling stock, There is, 
however, a provision for ee out mass transportation research and 


demonstration projects. 


I understand that Mr. Kohl or his representative will cover the Williams' 
Bill in detail sc the only other reference that I will make to it is the 
provision that in-order to be eligible for grants under its terms there 

must be in process a comprehensive transportation study such as is under 


way by the Tri-State Transportation Committee. 


Although we here are concerned with responsibilities of governments, the 

- railroads themselves shall not escape mention. Under today's conditions 
where all levels of government are ‘making large annual expenditures for the 
movement, service ae accommodation of the automobile the responsibility of 
the railroads to provide the basic transportation, in my opinion, no longer 
exists, except as one member of a team of Municipal, County, State, 

Federal and Rail officials. It is generally recognized today that the 
operation of commuter trains is actually the providing of a "socio-economic" 
service the existence of which enables a segment of our society to maintain 
a particular way of life. Public officials recognize that handling this 
commuter traffic on the railroads is far cheaper than accommodating the 
daily rush hour commuter traffic on the highways and recognize further that 


governments will become more involved in rail transportation matters. There 
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is no escaping the fact that if suburban rail service is wanted, those 
benefiting from it will have to assume the responsibility for its 
maintenance. The operating deficits referred to by Mr. White must be 
recognized as our deficits ~- not just his or the railroad's deficits. 

So in this transition period from railroad to public De enerat et li ey I 

would say that the railroads! respons ibility is principally to operate 

the trains safely on preuees the Sibldc wants, It is also, in my opinion,, 
the railroads' eel fenton to pursue Palantinealy ‘technical modernization of 
plant and equipment the effect of which would enable the service to be 


operated at less cost without unduly sacrificing convenience. 


The responsibility of the passenger himself should not be overlooked. It is 
the commiters! Se laled to contribute a proportionate share of the 
cost of operating the service. The character and value of aah period 
service that is operated determines to a raat extent the overall cost of 
the service on a particular railroad or route, yet it is the commuter that 
travels at the lowest rate per mite’. The New Jersey rail commuter has not 
had commutation oe basic fare tariffs increased since the Railroad Act 

went into effect “4n 1960. This may be the year to obtain greater 


participation by the beneficiaries. 


Now for a quick review of ile the State has done for the Erie-Lackawanna 
and the communities and commuters it serves. Since 1960 $9.5 million has 
been allocated to the Erie-Lackawanna under the contract program and it 
will receive another $2.2 million irine the current year. Other actions 
of the State during the last four years have resulted in pgatatine the 
Erie-Lackawanna. The long talked about elimination of tracks through the 


‘ 


City of Passaic became a reality in 1963. Consolidation of the Greenwood 
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Lake Division and Boonton Branch services last year permitted operating 
economies and sale of surplus land. Uneconomical and lightly patronized 


ferry and train service has been authorized to be eliminated, 


The State of New Jersey recognized the threat to the continued solvency 


of the Erie-Lackawanna from the proposed Nickel Plate-Norfolk & Western- 


Wabash combination and the Pennsylvania-New York Central merger. The 


State has been vigorous in its opposition to these giant rail combines 


unless proper provision is made for the Erie-Lackawanna in either one, 
We will continue these efforts on behalf of the Erie-Lackawanna and in, 


the best interests of the State. 


Now just’a statement as to future programs. In 1962 the Division of 
Railroad Transportation published a report in which were listed improvements 
to capital facilities necessary to a ener solution of the rail problem. 
With some modifications these proposals remain as our program and form the 
basis upon which applications to the Federal government under the Williams‘ 
Bill will be made. The total cost of these improvements was estimated then 
at $127 million. Of this amount not more than about $47,000,000 could 
Mealiry under the Williams! Bill for Federal grant under the Limitations 


in the Act and the State share petite 673.5 million. there 18 no source 


for these necessary matching funds and there isn't a railroad in the State 


that would agree that any of the subsidy funds should now be diverted to 
match Federal grants for capital improvements. A separate source of funds 
must be developed as well as additional funds to carry out the balance of 


the program outlined in 1962.

trolled explosion operations are scheduled to begin in Octobere

Trenton, August 20 + The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
that "no-parking" signs along Route 35 in the Borough of Red Bank, Mon 


mouth County have been recently replaced by "no-stopning or standing" signs. 


A spokesman for the Highwoy Department said that the no-stopping or standing 


signs are all inclusive, thus more easily enforceable. 


For example, he said, a person might make a temporary stop at the curb, 
remain in the car while talking or have someone else run an errand, if 
approached he may say that he is not parked only stopping for a moment « 
This defeats the purpose of the regulation to keep the roadway clear 

of standing traffic. The no-stopping or standing sign clearly points 

up the fact that noastopping or standing, even temporarily, is permitted 


the spokesman said. 


Locations on Routes 35 in Red Bank Borough where stopping or standing 
is probhibited are: 
1. Along both sides of Route 35 (Prospect Street) from Bridge Avenue 


to Morford Place.

STOPPING TIME RELEASE UPON 2HCEIPT 6,29 


The average automobile driver, under test conditions, takes approximately 3/h 


of a second to react to danger and apply the brakes of his care 


Tt would take more time under normal conditions, And that means motorists 
should drive with care, especially at night, during rain or fog, and during 


winter months when roads are slipperye 
No matter how good the driver, if danger does loom ahead, he may become involvede 


for instance, if a man is driving at 20 miles an hour and sees danger ahead, 
ne will travel 22 feet before applying the brakes, and another 25 feet while 


the brakes are bringing the car to a stoOpe 


That's a total of 1.7 feet, and if the danger were within that radius, the driver 


would have become involved. 


Obviously the faster a person is driving, the greater the distance traveled 


bringing the car to a halt. 


If the motorist is traveling at 50 miles an hour, the car will move 55 feet 


pefore the brakes are applied, and another 168 feet before coming to a StOPe 


That is a total of 23 feet between the time danger is seen and the car is stopped 


These figures are for periods of special test, on good, dry roadse No telling 


what could happen during adverse weather conditions. 


That is why the liew Jersey State Highway Department advises all motorists to 
take heed of all highway caution signs and reduce speed to conform to road and 


weather conditions.

Trenton, August 13 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today an- 
nounced that in the interest of public safety itinerant vendors will 
not be permitted to overate within right of way limits of the State Highway 


System, 


A spokesman for the Highway Devartment said that a new regulation pro- 
hibits itinerant vendors from setting uy displays of merchandise and 


conducting sales within the right of way of any State highway. 


The svokesman said that studies are made regularly of traffic conditions 
along the State Highway System. These include, relative to the route 
under study, traffic volume, safety methods in effect and causes of 


conrestions,. 


It was discovered, he said, that serious traffic congestions occur when 
vendors park their vehicles along the highways for the purpose of dis- 
playing and selling merchandise to passing motorists. This creates 


traffic hazards, 


The regulation was designed to cure serious situations which have arisen 
and which directly affect the general safety and welfare of the traveling 


yublic e 


The highways are for the safe movement of people and goods and every 
effort must be directed toward this objective, the snokesman said.
